Man Given Life 
For Sex Slaying 
Says He's Innocent 


Columbia City, Ind., April 29—ttP) 
—Circuit Judge Lowell Pefley today 
imposed a life prison sentence on 
Robert V. Christen, who was con- 
victed a week ago in the sex slaying 
of a Fort Wayne woman.

Foreign Diplomats 
Barred From Much 
Of Romanian Lands 


Bucharest, Romania, April 29—(JP) 
—Foreign diplomats were ordered 
today to stay out of about two-thirds 
or Romania's territory, including a 
belt 30 miles vide around the fron- 
tiers. 


The government handed to foreign 
embassies, legations and missions a 
circular

listing 
"restricted 
areas" in which the staff members 
will not be permitted to travel. 


•These include the provinces of 
Banat, in southwestern 
Romania 
bordering Yugoslavia; Bucovina, in 
the northwest; Moldavia, 
in

east; and Dobruja, on the Black 
Sea. In addition, 11 counties are 
listed. 


As the order stands, traveling in 
Romania would be severely limited.

He paid 
twice the list price and charged it 
to his firm's account. 


He sold the pipe to various cus- 
tomers and directed the St. Louis 
company to ship it to them. When 
the Valley Steel company billed the 
Petroleum Heat and Power com- 
pany for the goods, Korpusinski used 
his official position to cancel the 
bills.

Iowa World War II veterans now 
living in Illinois will be able to make 
application for the Iowa state bonus 
in a short time.

Methods Compelled 
Nazis To Confess 


Washington. April 29—<JP>—A for- 
mer U. S. Army 
court 
reporter 
testified today he was an 
eye- 
witness to "brutal sadistic" methods 
used in wringing confessions from 
German storm troops in the Mal- 
medy massacre case of World Wai 
II . 


The witness, James J. Bailey of 
Pittsburgh, told a Senate Armed 
Services committee he helped Amer 
lean army ^officers collect evidence 
against the Nazis for 10 weeks but 
quit in disgust. 


"I took dozens of statements where 
the German prisoners were brought 
in with a black hood over their 
heads," he said. 
"That was just 
regular." 


Bailey said a military policeman 
usually held one end of a rope, tied 
in a simulated 
hangman's 
knot 
around the prisoner's neck. 


He said an American 
army 
lieutenant, William Perl, who had 
suffered in a Nazi concentration 
camp inlAustria, "obviously" had an 
intense hatred for Germans. 


"I saw Perl slap prisoners around 
and knee them in the groin," Bailey 
testified. 
"He was the only man 
who had a really 
brutal 
sadistic 
streak in him."
